Work  of  the  year. 

The  work  at  the  Infirmary  has,  during  the  year  1944,  been 
greater  than  at  any  time  in  its  long  history.  The  average  number 
of  patients  in  Hospital  each  day  was  203.2  as  compared  with  194.5 
in  the  previous  year.  The  total  number  of  patients  admitted  to 
the  wards  was  5,114,  and  in  addition  526  babies  were  bom  in  the 
Hospital.  Out-patient  attendances  totalled  77,062  as  compared 
with  74,496  in  1943. 

The  increased  work  has  been  shared  by  our  Fracture  Depart¬ 
ment,  the  work  of  this  Department  having  progressively  increased. 

Our  Gynaecological  Department  has  continued  to  work  to  full 
capacity,  but  unfortunately  the  number  of  patients  is  still  larger 
than  the  available  accommodation. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  arrangements  have  been  made  to 
equip  and  staff  a  new'  Posf  Maternity  Annexe  of  25  beds,  at  Beech- 
field,  Yealand  Conyers,  which  wall  be  opened  in  the  near  future. 
This  is  only  a  temporary  measure  until  we  are  able  to  find  alternative 
accommodation  nearer  the  Infirmary.  The  plans  already  in  exist¬ 
ence  regarding  our  Maternity  accommodation  will  be  developed  as 
soon  as  circumstances  permit  after  the  present  emergency. 

Our  Pathological  Department  has  developed  very  rapidly 
under  the  guidance  of  Dr.  V.  H.  Bowers,  and  is  proving  of  valuable 
assistance  in  its  special  wray.  Our  Blood  Transfusion  Department 
still  continues  to  be  busy,  and  Plasma  for  use  of  the  Forces  over¬ 
seas,  has  been  despatched  regularly. 

Details  of  the  work  of  the  various  departments  will  be  found 
in  the  statistical  tables  on  pages  10 — 11. 

Whilst  during  the  yeai  we  have  under  the  Emergency  Hospital 
Service,  held  a  certain  number  of  beds  in  readiness  for  possible  war 
casualties.  Over  the  greater  part  of  the  year  the  wards  were  fully 
occupied,  and  this  applied  particularly  to  the  women's  wards. 
Our  waiting  list  again  show's  an  increase,  being  O90  against  640  a 
year  ago.  A  large  proportion  of  the  admissions  have  been 
emergency  cases. 
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Our  Longlands  Recovery  Annexe  has  been  kept  fully  occupied 
during  the  year.  This  accommodation  has  been  very  much 
appreciatd  by  the  patients  sent  there,  and  whilst  these  exrta  beds 
have  been  helpful  in  dealing  with  the  additional  number  of  patients 
requiring  admission,  long  periods  of  waiting  still  appear  to  be  inevi¬ 
table  until  adequate  extensions  can  be  embarked  upon  when 
circumstances  aliow. 

During  the  year  two  Special  Sub-committees  were  set  up,  the 
Food  Catering  Sub-committee  to  vary  the  diet  and  improve  the 
service,  and  the  other  to  deal  with  questions  relating  to  the  over¬ 
crowding  of  our  Out-patients  Department.  These  Committees  have 
each  in  their  separate  ways  rendered  valuable  assistance  and 
suggestions,  whicii  it  is  hoped  to  implement,  firstly  by  an  extension 
of  our  food  storage  capacity  and  a  larger  refrigerating  plant  for  the 
kitchen  ;  secondly,  the  erection  of  a  new  rehabilitation  hut,  large 
enough  to  develop  our  Rehabilitation  Department,  and  thereby 
allowing  for  increased  space  and  better  amenities  in  the  Out¬ 
patient  waiting  room. 

Finance. 

The  total  income  for  the  year  was  £63,436  as  compared  with 
£45,313  in  1943,  and  an  expenditure  of  £59,956  as  compared  with 
£48,^73  in  1943,  making  a  balance  being  excess  of  income  over 
expenditure  for  the  year  of  £3,480.  Bank  overdraft  on  Maintenance 
Account  is  £13,062,  this,  as  explained  in  previous  years  cannot  be 
avoided,  being  mostly  due  to  the  large  stocks  that  have  to  be 
carried  and  to  the  higher  cost  of  the  commodities  used,  along  with 
the  debts  owing  to  the  Hospital  at  the  end  of  the  year,  many  of 
which,  however,  have  since  been  paid.  Our  income  has  increased 
£18,123,  with  higher  receipts  from  patients,  public  authorities,  and 
the  other  contributory  schemes  as  a  result  of  the  increased  charges 
which  had  been  made  to  cover  our  increased  costs.  The  Work¬ 
people’s  Committee  contributions  to  the  funds  has  also  increased 
as  foreshadowed  in  our  last  report.  In  view  of  the  prospective 
National  Health  Service  it  is  doubtful  as  to  whether  we  shall  be 
able  to  maintain  the  present  rate  of  contributions,  in  the  face  of  the 
free  treatment  offered  under  the  National  Scheme. 

Owing  to  the  larger  number  of  patients  treated  and  to  the 
continually  increasing  trend  of  prices  of  the  supplies  needed 
to  carry  on  the  Infirmary.  Our  expenditure  shows  an  increase 
of  £11,083.  Wages  and  Salaries  show  an  increase.  A 
comparatively  small  amount  has  been  spent  during  the  year 
for  Capital  purposes,  it  is  anticipated,  however,  that  during 
the  coming  year  this  item  will  be  substantially  increased  by 
the  cost  of  equipping  our  new  Post  Maternity  Annexe. 
The  providing  of  a  larger  refrigerating  plant  and  storage  for  our 


kitchen,  and  the  erection  of  a  new  Rehabilitation  Hutment.  The 
amount  available  for  Capital  Expenditure  has  been  increased  by 
the  following  legacies,  for  the  General  Purposes  Account  : — Miss 
Mary  Sherson,  £3,714  ;  Elizabeth  Jane  Bird,  £50  ;  Mr.  Herbert 
Crossley,  £30  ;  Mr.  John  Tate,  £600  ;  Mrs.  M.  L.  Bower,  £20.  For 
the  Building  Extension  Account  : — Annie  Johnson,  £25  ;  Somervell 
Brothers,  £10.  The  following  has  been  received  for  the  Endowment 
Account  :  Lancaster  and  District  Co-operative  Society,  £1000,  ; 
Carnforth  Co-operative  Society,  £750. 

The  details  of  expenditure  along  with  the  total  cost  of  patients 
and  the  cost  of  Out-patient  attendances  along  with  the  details  of 
the  accounts  will  be  found  on  pages — 12-15. 

Staff. 

A  special  word  of  praise  is  due  to  our  Honorary  Medical  Staff 
for  the  manner  in  which  they  have  dealt  with  the  increased  amount 
of  work  during  the  year,  and  to  the  Nursing  and  all  other  Staffs 
also,  we  extend  our  appreciation  and  thanks  for  their  loyal  help  and 
hard  work,  sometimes  for  very  long  hours  due  to  wartime  conditions 
and  shortages  of  Staff. 

During  the  year  our  Nursing  Staff  has  been  further  increased 
from  an  average  of  95-100,  but  we  are  still  under-staffed,  if  we  are 
to  implement  the  recommendation  of  the  Rushcliffe  Committee  on 
the  improved  conditions  of  service  for  Nurses,  some  of  these  con¬ 
ditions  {i.e.,  hours  of  work)  cannot  be  put  into  effect  until  after  the 
emergency. 

Thanks  also  must  be  tendered  to  our  Domestic  Staff,  Porter 
Staff,  Boilermen,  and  Gardeners,  who,  in  their  separate  spheres 
have  all  contributed  to  the  smooth  running  of  the  Infirmary.

Royle,  who  has  been  a  very  valued  member  of  the  Committee  for 
many  years  ;  and  also  the  death  of  Mr.  Frank  Storey,  who  was  a 
trustee  of  the  real  estate  of  this  Institution,  the  Infirmary  lost  a 
valued  adviser  and  benefactor  of  long  standing. 

The  Future. 

It  is  at  the  present  moment  very  difficult  to  forecast  the  future 
of  the  Voluntary  Hospital.  The  Government’s  detailed  proposal  for 
the  place  of  such  Institutions  in  the  suggested  National  Health 
Service  have  not  yet  been  fully  decided,  and  no  information  is 
available  at  the  moment,  except  that  negotiations  are  proceeding 
between  the  Government  and  the  British  Hospital  Association  in 
an  endeavour  to  find  a  satisfactory  arrangement.  If  the  Voluntary 
Hospital  is  to  continue  as  such,  and  be  allowed  to  preserve  their 
traditional  independence  and  enterprise  in  full,  it  will  be  just  as 
necessary  as  heretofore  for  them  to  receive  all  possible  help  and  assist¬ 
ance  from  the  charitably  minded.  Further,  we  venture  to  think  that 
the  Voluntary  Institutions  give  something  to  the  public  that  cannot 
be  replaced  by  State-managed  Institutions.  The  Voluntary 
Hospital  have  been  and  still  are,  the  pioneers  in  the  advancement 
of  medical  science.  All  for  the  “  benefit  of  the  patient.”

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REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  COMMITTEE. 


The  continuing  need  for  economy  in  space  once  again  neces¬ 
sitates  drastic  curtailment  in  the  reports  of  the  various  departments. 

The  past  year’s  work  has  continued  to  impose  a  strain  upon 
the  whole  resources  of  the  Infirmary  no  less  than  during  the  previous 
years  of  the  War.  Most  of  the  acute  shortages  in  space  still  apply 
but  we  are  hopeful  that  the  provision  of  alternative  accommodation 
for  the  Electric-Therapeutic  and  Massage  Department  will  relieve 
to  some  extent  the  acute  shortage  of  room  in  the  Out-patient 
Department,  and  will  enable  various  clinics  to  be  carried  on  with 
greater  ease  and  with  less  overlapping. 

The  appointment  of  Dr.  Bowers  as  whole-time  Pathologist  has 
been  a  development,  the  value  of  which  has  been  greatly  appreciated 
by  the  Honorary  Staff  as  a  whole,  and  the  smooth  efficiency  with 
which  this  department  has  been  run,  has  been  a  great  service  to  all 
concerned,  and  reflects  great  credit  upon  Dr.  Bowers,  to  whom  we 
are  most  grateful.  We  regret  that  he  must  shortly  leave  us  to  go 
on  Active  Service.  During  the  year  we  have  been  granted  the  use 
of  limited  supplies  of  Penicillin,  initially  for  the  Service  cases,  but 
also  for  selected  Civilian  cases.  This  has  proved  a  very  welcome 
addition  and  has  been  the  means  of  saving  many  lives. 

The  provision  of  Longlands  has  proved  a  very  welcome  means 
of  easing  the  strain  upon  the  general  wards,  and  has  facilitated  the 
more  rapid  flow  of  cases  through  the  hospital,  and  has  materially 
helped  in  the  reduction  of  the  waiting  lists  which  are  still  regretably 
large. 

The  Blood  Transfusion  Service  has  continued  to  function  as 
usual,  and  fortnightly  bleeding  services  have  taken  place  throughout 
the  year,  and  the  regular  supplies  of  donors  is  largely  due  to  the 
never-failing  enthusiasm  of  Mr.  Moores,  our  chief  laboratory 
technician. 

The  Ophthalmic  Department  is  still  working  under  considerable 
difficulties,  owing  to  shortage  of  waiting  accommodation  and  of 
properly  trained  and  selected  special  nurses  for  this  important 
department. 

To  all  personnel  of  the  Hospital,  the  Matron  and  Nursing  Staff, 
the  Superintendent-Secretary,  the  Office  and  Clerical  Staff,  the 
Massage  and  Electro-Therapeutic  Staff,  the  X-Ray  Staff,  the 
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Resident  Medical  Staff,  the  Domestic  and  Porter  Staff,  and  all 
others,  we  extend  our  grateful  thanks  for  their  untiring  efforts 
under  very  difficult  conditions. 

In  conclusion,  the  year’s  work  has  been  carried  on  with  great 
difficulty  and  strain  on  all  departments.  The  continued  over¬ 
crowding  of  the  wards  and  the  added  strain  upon  the  Nursing, 
Resident,  and  Honorary  Staff  is  a  factor  which  seems  likely  to 
persist  for  some  time.  It  is,  however,  to  be  hoped  that  the  ter¬ 
mination  of  hostilities  which  we  all  hope  and  pray  for  in  the  near 
future,  may  in  some  small  measure  lessen  the  burdens  which  have 
been  borne  so  patiently  by  all  concerned  throughout  the  War 
years.

THE  Committee  has  much  pleasure  in  presenting  the  56th 

Annual  Report  (the  24th  dealing  with  the  Scheme). 

The  Committee  are  pleased  to  state  that  the  total  income 
for  the  year  is  over  £17,009. 

There  appears  to  be  a  falling  off  of  works’  contributions 
on  account  of  decrease  in  staffs  and  members  who  have  joined 
the  forces,  on  the  other  hand  there  is  an  increase  of  new 
members  on  the  monthly  contribution  scheme,  which  is  equal 
to  the  decrease  of  the  aforementioned  works’  contributions 

The  total  number  of  patients  admitted  to  the  wards  was 
5,114,  and  in  addition  526  babies  were  born  in  the  Hospital. 

The  total  Out-patients’  attendances  were  77,062. 

The  Committee  are  pleased  to  state  that  Mr.  James 
Helme  has  been  re-elected  President  of  the  Infirmary  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

We  again  draw  the  attention  to  the  eligibility  of  Benefit 
which  is  Three  Months  for  Medical  and  Surgical  Wards  ;  and 
the  Maternity  Ward,  Twelve  Months. 

The  Maternity  Ward  Benefit  is  for  abnormal  and  Surgical 
Cases  only,  or  where  the  home  conditions  are  unsuitable. 

Contributors’  attention  is  particularly  drawn  to  the  fact 

that  the  Workpeople’s  Contributory  Scheme  is  for  treatment 
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in  the  Wards  of  the  Royal  Lancaster  Infirmary.  Patients  must 
obtain  a  voucher  from  the  Secretary  or  Treasurer  of  the  Work¬ 
people’s  Contributory  Scheme  before  being  sent  to  any  other 
hospital. 

Patients  who  are  in  a  position  to  join  the  Contributory 
Scheme,  and  have  not  done  so,  will  be  called  on  and  expected 
to  make  payment  towards  cost  of  maintenance  whilst  patients 
in  the  Infirmary. 

The  Committee  does  not  assist  Contributors  in  meeting 
the  cost  of  Treatment  in  Private  Hospitals,  Maternity  Homes, 
Nursing  Homes  (or  suffering  from  war  disabilities,  these  cases 
being  the  responsibility  of  the  Ministry  of  Pensions)  Sana- 
toriums,  Mental  Institutions,  or  Infectious  Diseases  Hospitals. 

The  Committee  tender  their  grateful  thanks  to  all  those 
Employers  and  Collectors  for  their  continued  help,  also  to  the 
Local  Press  for  the  valuable  publicity  they  have  given  to 
matters  affecting  the  Scheme  ;  and  to  all  other  Subscribers, 
Donors,  Helpers,  and  Silver  Paper  Collectors.
